On the same day 
7l years after the birth of Mrs. Long her 
granddaughter, Mrs. E. M. Carter, was 
born, and on the same day 8 years after 
Mrs. Long's birth her great-granddaughter, 
Mary Puller of Sturgeon, Mo., was born. 

They celebrated their birthday. together 
and all the otner descendants and family 


connections of Mrs. Long joined in the 
oeiebration. 

Mrs. McAlister has kept a careful record 
of the family in her Bible and after the 
dinner she produced it for the edification 
of the guests. 

The birth list showed that 10 out of 12 of 
the immediate descendants of Mrs. Long 
were born in the month of October. The 
birth anniversaries of eight of these come 
within the same week, and four on the 
pame day. 

With two exceptions, all the married 
members of the family were married in 
October. 

March is an unlucky month with the 
Long family, for, with one exception, al} 
the Long descendants who are dead died 
in this month. 

In spite of her 92 years, Mrs. Long was 
the center of attraéttion and was the 
joliiest of all who were assembled there 
on that remarkable occasion, and there 
were 8) members of the family present. 
They were: Rev. M. D. Greene and wife 
of Riggs, Mo., Mrs. W. T. Stewart and 
Gaughter of Sturgeon, Mrs. Mary Long of 
Columbia, D. MeAlister and family of Co- 
dumbia, Mre. 8. 0. Puller and family of 
Sturgeon and Mrs. 8S. P. Long and family 
of Halievillie. A remarkable fact fs that 
all the descendants now live, and have 
liv€a all their lives, in Boone County. 

The elder Mre. Long came to Boone 
County from Mercer County, Kentucky, 
when she was 8 years old. She has but 
little récollection of her childhood days in 
Kentucky, but says that she can well re- 
member her long journey in a covered 
wagon from Kentucky to Missouri. Her 
father drove a large number of sheep and 
@attle all the way, and Mrs. Long says 
that she and her nine brothers and sisters 
took turns in helping ther father drive the 
herd. ? 

The old lady laughingly remarked, when 
referring to her subsequent life in Missouri, 
thet she had been Short, Little and Long. 
When asked to explain, she said that her 
maiden name was Short. At an early age 
she marri Alexander Little, a Boone 
County r, and after his death was 
united in marriage to John Long, who died 
im 1692.

practiced on her, and returned to Louisville 
to locate her relatives. ; 

Miss Hatsaw has been with friends for 
three 
with some of her parents’ relatives. So far 
she has not succeeded, ‘but believes in 
time she will learn her history as well as 
the circumstances of her kidnaping. She 
does not even know her own name, but 


has borne that of the man who carried her 
away from her home in this city. 


Hatred Led 

Kidnaping. 

Twenty-five years ago Frederick Hat- 
saw, so the story goes, lived in Louisville. 
A dispute betyeen the Hatsaw family and 
another, whose name it is thought was 
Robinson, developed into hatred, and the 
man conceived the idea of taking a terrt- 


ble revenge. 

The plot was formed deliberately and 
was Carried out more easily than its origin- 
ator had hoped could be done. Emma, the 
88-year-old daughter of the man he ates. 
was enticed into the Hatsaw home and 
suaded to remain for awhile. After hat 
the child never saw her parents again, nor 
does she even remember their name.

HIS ARGUMENT FOR VOTES 


BETTER QUALIFIED AS A LAW- 
MAKER THAN MANY WITH 
SIGHT. 


If Elected the Blind Lawyer Says He 
Proposes to Represent the First 
District as the First, Not the 
Last—His Platform. 


Walter A. Kelly, who is running for the 
legislature on the Democratic ticket in the 
First district, which comprises the main 
part of South St. Louis, has been totally 
blind half his life. 

He is now 24 years of. age. Mr. Kelly is 
making a lively campaign and expects to 


“I believe I am fitted for a legisiator,”’ 
he says, “by my education and training 
as @ iawyer. Certainly a man who knows 
the law is better atiahied for the making 
of laws than one who is ignorant of law. 
My. friends tell me that I am going to be 
elected in a walkover, but I don't want 
anybody to forget to vote for me because 
he thinks I won't need his vote.”’ 

Mr. Kelly seeks to represent in the Mis- 
sourl legislature the largest district in St. 
Louis. It comprises all of the Ninth, 
Tenth, Eleventh and Twenty-fourth wards, 
precincts 10 and 13 of the Twelfth ward, 
precinct 12 of the Twenty-third ward, 
precincts 1 and 2 of the Twenty-fifth ward 
and precinct 1 of the Twenty-eighth ward. 

eginning at Main and Victor streets, it 
runs to the city Mmits on the south and 
west, and from Grand avenue west it in- 
cludes the territory as far north as La- 
clede avenue, the boundary, passing along 
the south side of Forest Park and the 
World's Fair grounds. 


BIG PLURALITY TO OVERCOME. 
There are about 25,000 voters in the First 
district, and the Republican plurality at 


the last election wes 3100. Mr. Kelly thinks 
he will easily overcome the plurality. 
With him on the ticket are Nat. G. Eaton 
and Barney McCort. Three representa- 
tives are to be elected from the district. 

Thursday night Mr. Kelly mad the honor 
of preceding Mayor Wells in a speech at 
Concordia Turner hall. It was known that 
Mr. Weils was to be there, but the meeting 
was primarily a Kelly ratification. 

A procession of 2600 formed near Mr. 
Kelly's home and marched to the hall, with 
the blind candidate in the lead, marching 
beside Julius Busch. On each end of the 
front line, in which the candidate marched, 
Was a@ man carrying a red light. 

“It Was a great procession,’’ said Mr. 
Kelly enthusiastically. ‘‘South St. Louls 
did herself proud. We marched on Sidney 
street to Broadway, on Broadway to Pes- 
talozzi street, to Thirteenth, the Arsenal 
and inte the hall. 

There was plenty of red fire burned, and 
at points along the route skyrockets were 
sent up. It was a brilliant spectacie. The 
nien carried banners, some of them reading 
‘Vote for Kelly, the Blind Lawyer.’ At 
the hall Mayor Wells was to speak first, 
but the crowd oy ealling for Kelly, so I 
had to get up and give my talk before the 
mayor spoke.”’ 

Mr. Kelly told the people that, if elect- 
ed, he intended to work for the enactment 
of such measures as would bring the 
greatest good to the greatest number. 

“If any bills come up,” he said, 
consider nurtful to union labor or to the 
working people, I shal! @ppose them with 
all my power. I shall endeavor to reflect 
credit upon those who send me to the 
legisiature.”’ 


MR. KELLY’S PLATFORM. 

Mr. Kelly is opposed to the monopoly 
trusts and to convict labor. 

“If I go to the legisiature,”’ says Mr. 
Kelly, ‘‘I want to try to make a good name 
for myself as a lawmaker. I don’t intend 
to be a mere figurehead and say yes or no 
when my name is called. I shall watch 
the proceedings closely and argue any bill 
which calls for argument."’ 

The blind lawyer considers himself even 
better adapted for legislative work than 
some of the men who have sight. In the 
legislature every bill is read three times 
before being put upon its passage. 

“Psychologists say that the finest way 
to train the memory,’ says the-‘biind can- 
d‘date, “Is to have things read to one and 
then try to repeat what is read. Certainly 
I have had plenty of practice in that re

Vhen he was a boy of about 14 some one 
read ‘‘The Count of Monte Cristo’ to him. 
That is a long book, but Kelly was so much 
interested in it that after ros yy! it read 
he was able to repeat practically the whole 
story, much of it in the language of the 
translation from Dumas. 


HIS MIND A STOREHOUSE. 
His mind is a storehouse of Shakspeare, 
Thackeray, Scott, Dickens and other stand- 


ard authors. 
When Kelly was in school some of the 


other boys used to miss their reading les- 
sons. They would depend upon Kelly to 
help them out, 6 would recite practically 
the whole of what had been read to him. 
Kelly’s mother each morning and even- 
ing reads the newspapers to him. Thus he 
keeps in touch with the progress of affairs. 
OM y mother,” hé says, “is the best reader 
I know. She has read aloud so much that 
she finds it difficult to read to herseif 
now.”’ 
The blind lawyer has made about a dozen 
speeches during the campaign, all of which 
have been received with enthusiasm. 
Mr. Kelly says that if he is elected he 
proposes to represent the First district as 
the first, not as the last.

BISHOP TUTTLE THE ORATOR 


The New Hospital, When Completed, 
Will Cost $500,000 and Will 
Be Absolutely Modern in 
All Its Appointments. 


The corner stone of the new’ St. Luke's 
Hospital, Delmar and Belt avenues, was 
laid by Bishop Tuttle yesterday afternoon 
in the presence of a large concourse of 
patrons and friends of the institution, com- 
posed principally of ministers and promi- 
nent laymen of the Episcopal Church. 
Many ladies were also present. 

The exercises were commenced with 
prayer by Rev. Edmund Duckworth, 
tor of St. James’ Church and chaplain of 
the hospital. The surpliced choir from 
Christ Church Cathedral sang ‘“‘ror All 
the Baints Who From Their Labors Rest.’ 

William H. Thomson, president of the 
hospital corporation, made an addrees re- 
nee the history of 8t. Luke's Hospi- 
tal. He sald it was founded in 1866; that 
it was at first located in South St. Louls, 
Subsequently removed to Sixth and Elm 
Streets, and in 1882 to Nineteenth and 
Washington avenue. 


Bishop Tuttle 


Spoke of the Work. 

Rt. Rev. Daniel S. Tuttle, bishop of the 
Episcopal diocese of Missouri, under the 
auspices of which the hospital is conduct- 
ed, spoke of the work of the hospital. He 
referred to Mr. Thomson as the ‘‘Father 
of St. Luke's Hospital,”’ saying he was 
pocsent at the first meeting called to plan 
ts original establishment. 

The corner stone was then swung into 
position and the exercises were concluded 
with the singing of ‘“‘All Hall the Power of 
Jesus’ Name’ by the cathedral choir, and 
benediction by Bishop Tuttle. 

The new hospital is planned to cost $500,- 
000, When nished it will consist of 
a central building, Known as the adminis- 
tration building to be used for office pur- 
poses, two pavilions for patients and a 
home for nurses. The nurses’ home will be 
in the rear of the other buildings. The ad- 
ministration building and the pavilions face 
on Delmar avenue. The lot on which the 
hospital is being built fronts 575 feet on 
Delmar avenue and 330 feet on Belt avenue. 
The buildings now under conatruction are 
to cost $300,000, and will be completed 
Lec. 20, 1908, according to the builder's con- 
tract. Tater two additional pavilions are tu 
be erected, bringing the total coast of the 
proposed hospital scheme to $500,000. 


Present Building 
to Be Sold. 


The present hospital will be sold when 
the buildings now in course of construction 


are completed. The present structure wil! 
accommodate # patients. Each of the new 

avilions will accommodate 50 patients. The 

ospital is to be thoroughly modern in all 
its appointments.

Settle- 
ment of the labor disturbances, with 
greater offerings of coal, have assisted the 
industrial recovery, also that nothing but 
delay in forwarding shipments, owing to 
the inability of railroad companies to sup- 
oly the necessary rolling stock retards de- 
everiaa. The freight blockade on some 
lines is so serious as to apparently justify 
the refusal of the roads to accept further 
consignments until the difficulty is fre- 
moved. Manufacturers in most lines have 
sufficient orders to occupy their plants 
through the year, and advices from trade 
centers indicate a very large retail] demand. 

While money remains easy and a portion 
of the November disbursements have been 
arranged, the possibility of considerable 
gold withdrawals must not be lost sight of. 

Money on call nominally 5 per cent. Time 
monev during the week has been fairly ac- 
tive, the demand continuing best for the 
shorter periods. In a few, cases, where 
the collateral consisted of that demanded 
by savings banks, some money was placed 
at lower rates than those quoted, but with 
these exceptions 5% per cent has ruled as 
the lowest rate. Rates were 6 per cent for 
60 to 9 days, and 5%4@5 per cent for four, 
five and six months.

When manuscript 
at last reaches the compositor it is some- 
thing to be hailed with joy. 

Her afternoons are qpent in fulfilling her 
household and social dut!@8; and her even- 
ings are nearly all spent at home with her 
husband and her daughter, Hazel H. Ca 
erwood., 

She has no fads—just a great love of out- 
doors and of all animals, but especially of 
dogs. Every momert that she can spare 
from her work she spends in the open alr, 
ard, despite the fact that she is rather 
heavy, she is no mean pedestrian. Two 
mont each summer, generally June and 
July, she claims as her vacation time and 
spénds them, with her husband and daugh- 
ter, in the north, generally about Mackinac. 
She is fopd of Canada and Canadian people, 
and has spéat much time among t , stu- 
dying their characteristics and idoms, and 
furnishing herseif with abundant material 
for stories.

Further, he said, because of thé constant 
mentioning by persons in the press and 
otherwise of certain archbishops for car- 
dinal honors ,there was aleo no intention 
6n the part of the Pope to select any Amer- 
ican prelate for the princely diginity, as 
to do so would only irritate the partisans 
of the uhsuccessful prelates and create

DIVERSION BY BUTLERITES. 


THEY DEMANDED SPEECH FROM 
CONGRESSIONAL! NOMINEE. 


Before Twelfth District Candidate Had 
Commenced Speaking Mayor Wells 
and Gov. Dockery Abandoned 
the Stage and Disappeared. 


One-half of the crowd that went to Ex- 
position Music Hall last night to attend 
the mass-meeting planned by the St. Louis 
Democracy failed to gain admittance. 

The privilege was denied on the ground 
that the hall was taxed by the great out- 
pouring of people that had come to hear 
the orators of the evening, Gov. A: M. 
Dockery, Mayor Rolla Wells of St. Louis, 
Mayor James A. Reed of Kansas City and 
Hiarry B. Hawes. 

It was an orderly but enthusiastic as- 
semblage. The ward workers were there. 
business men came, politicians of high rank 
were conspicuous, and on the whole the 
4000 persons who managed to find room in 
the great hall made up a most cosmopoli- 
tan audience. 

-What they heard was this: 

From Harry B. Hawes, a pledge that the 
election would be carried out honestly, if 
rit were in the power of the Democratic 
party to stop'any frauds that might be 
attempted. 

That the charge of padded registration 
made againet the Democrats wns false, and 
that the outcome of the present grandjury 
nvectsation would bear out his declara- 

on. 

Mr. Hawes said there would be no indict- 
ments of Democratic officials on this score, 
because Democratic ofiicials were not 
guilty of the offenses which a partisan 
press had laid at their door. 

Iie said that it was his belief that the 
coming election would be absolutely fair. 

Meyor Wells took the ground that no 
min should be supported who did not 
stand for the betterment of St. Louis. 

Civic pride was the keynote of his ad- 
dress. He did not want his administration 
crippled by dishonest office holders. He 
did not want the good name St. Louis 
has made during the last few years 
blemixhed. by the stench of unworth> offi- 
cials.

Party Rows Across River From Caron- 
delet at Eleven O’Clock at Night 
to the Bank of Prairie du 
Peau Creek. 


Nicholas Burg, an aged German, living 
at 3729 Oregon avenue, believes that he has 
partially fulfilled a family tradition that 
has descended unto the third generation. 

In so doing Mr. Burg has_ incidently 
picked up over $100 buried treasure through 
the aid, he says, of spiritualism. 

This money was unearthed in Illinois 
on Prairie du Peau creek and Mr. Burg 
belieyes it is only a part of much greater 
wealth to be found there—wealth secreted 
by Indians and trainrobbers. , 

The tradition in the Burg family is this: 
When Nicholas Burg, the grandfather of 
the present bearer of that name, settled 
in Carondelet there were only a few houses. 
The place was a viliage, but at that time 
its prospects for eminence were much 
greater than those of the settlement by 
the Chouteaus farther up the river. Caron- 
delet was to grow into a great metropo- 
lis. 

This idea was always associated with the 
business ventures of the elder Burg. He 
invested his money skilfully when young 
and not so prudently when old. 


One summer when huntisg across the 
piver on the plains of Illinois Burg was 
urt. 

He was tenderly cared for by the roving 
band of Indians and through their atten- 
tion was returned to his home in a few 
days. Later to show his gratitude Burg 
entertained the chief and did so in such 
lavish stvle that the native, to express 
his appreciation, swore that when he died 
he would bury his treasure on the shore 
of the creek and in the vicinity of the 
tent in which the wounded hunter had laid. 

This was treated lightly by the’ pioneer, 
to whom Indian promises were, through 
experience, regarded as being of the film- 
siest fabric. Nevertheless, it seems, on his 
death Burg told his eldest son of the old 
brave's promise. 

Battle With Indians 

Follows First Exploration. 

The widow insisted that a search be 
made at the time. This was done, and ac- 
cording to the familv story, a battle with 
the Indians ensued, the red men thinking 
the resting place of the chief was to be 
desecrated. . ep» * 

The search was then abandoned and was 
not again attempted through that genera- 
tion, although the Indian was long since 
gone and his hunting ground ha been 
transformed into flelds of grain. 

The present head of the Burg family 
says he does not know why his father or 
uncles failed to look for the treasure. He 
had heard them talk of it since his in- 
fancy. The fact remains that they did not 
and that the present Nicholas Burg has 
taken the tradition seriously, has investi- 
gated and has found money. His search 
has extended over ten years. 

This, he believes. is but a forerunner 
to greater wealth. According to his state- 
ment, there was money burted in the same 
locality by trainrobbers, one of whom 
he declares is now serving the state of 
Illinois in the penitentiary at Chester. This 
treasure also he hopes to secure. 

The old Indian chief stated that the 
search must be made on the last night in 
October and the darker the night the bet- 
ter the luck. 

Mr. Bure says his grandfather was 
wounded on the last Jay of October, during 
a storm, and he gives this as an explana- 
tion of the set date for the search. He 
has not confined himself to that, however, 
for two hours’ wandering and digging last 
Vednesday afternoon netted him a small 
amount of coin. 

The main search was made Friday night, 
and was under the direction of Prof. Hells- 
eher of 1564 Lafayette avenue. The profes- 
sor is a warm personal friend of Mr. Burg 
and is a deep student of criminology and: 
traditionary lore. He is an expert on the 
way of the Indians in this vicinity and the 
story of the old chief related in a casual 
conversation by Mr. Burg caused him to 
set on foot an investigation.

Young leaned farward in his chair and 
chuckled. ‘“‘Perhaps,”” he said, ‘‘the sto- 
ries wouldn’t have gone so well if we had 
been telling them in this eountry.”’

Edward and Emperor Willfam, how he and 
Gen. Corbin had lunched with the King, and 
had related a few American tales to cheer 
up the assembled party. The intimation 
was plain. He and Gen. Corbin, both 
famous story tellers, had unloaded g 20d 
ones, ,but old, on his imperial majesty, 
King @f Great Britain, Emperor of India 
and defender of faith, and had made a hit. 

“Oh, well,’ said the general, ‘‘a story 
is always gcod if you tell it to somebody 
who has not heard it before.’’ 

The general and Gen. Corbin in iong 
years of army work accumulated a great 
mass of stories of one kind and another, 
and had, by judicious elimination, taken 
a bunch with them to Germany and Eng- 
land that could pass muster among the 
crowned heads, even if they might be 
greeted with aged because of their age, 
in the Army and Navy Club in Washing- 
ton. 

“England is years ahead of us in some 
things,”’ the general continued. “But we 
had a running start of the story telling 
question a hundred years ago. and they 
never will catch up. We found the Kings 
and Emperors we associated with could 
apmireciate a joke as well as any one. 
Consequently we dug up the gvod ones 
and told them, and they were received with 
great applause. 

“I discovered on my recent trip to the 
German army maneuvers that the Emper- 
or and King Edward were as human as any 
two men I ever met. They are companion- 
able, genial fellows, and when Gen. Corbin 
and Gen. Wood and myself were talking to 
them they were glad enough to have things 
enlivened by a few tales of western life as 
we knew it. 

“Now, there was the story Corbin told 
King Edward at the luncheon at the Buck- 
ingham palace.” 

Gen. Young stopped and chuckled again. 

“They eaid the King had not laughed so 
much in ten years. You see, Corbin ranked 
me, and he talked first to the King. I 
stood nearby and watched them talk. In 
that way I had a fine chance to study the 
man. Corbin towered above him like the 
dome of the capitol over the Maltby build- 
ing. And when he told that story it was 
surprising to see -the King laugh. But 
no matter’’—— 

GIANT OF A MAN. 

Gen. Young chuckled again. He is a giant 
of a man, this future general-commanding 
of the United States Army. Just now he 
is the head of the war college board, which 
has its offices in the big brick house next 
to the temporary White House, where 
President Roosevelt lives. The big front 
room, where the general sits, was the 
drawing room of a mansion when the 
smart people of Washington lived in that 
part of the town. The general has his 
desk up by some long, old-fashioned win- 
dows that stretch from ceiling to floor. 
In the rear rooms his aides were busily en- 
gaged on his report of the German 
maneuvers, which he, Gen. Corbin and 
Gen. Leonard Wood attended as the guests 


S| of the Kaleer. 


There are no finer specimens of physical 
manhood in the American army than Gens. 
Corbin and Young. Each is more than six 
feet, and all that, but this is a story about 
Young, whom Gen. Corbin a few days ago 
announced was to succeed Gen. Miles in 
the command of the army. To be sure, 
Gen. Corbin, although he ie very powerful 
in army affairs, does not have the appoint- 
ing of the commanding generab, but he 
said Young was to get the place, and there 
has been no protest from the White House, 
so it is conceded that he knows what he 
is talking about. 

Gen. Young weighs 235 pounds. Hie chest 
is one of those big, barrel-shaped affairs 
that furnish life to big men. “It tapers 
to a waist that) even 40 years of cam- 
paigning in four, wars have not yet suc- 
ceeded in making unshapely. The legs 
that support this massive trunk are pillars 
of strength. The arms are long and the 
hands show strength. 

He went to the great war as a private in 
1861, served through it gallantly and came 
out a brigadier. Then he went into the 
regular army as a second lieutenant, and 
now he is the senior major-general and 
will succeed Gen. Miles at the head of the 
army in August, 1903. 

Gen. Young is a handsome man. His 
face is round and red. It is the face of a 
soldier. His hair is white. There is. plenty 
of it, and he parts it in the middle and lets 
it wave over the temples. There is not a 
trace of the éffiminate in that hair. It 
forms a silver frame for a strong, attrac- 
tive face.. The cheeks are ruddy. That is 
the. exact word. There is just a suspicion 
of Tetrousse, as the novelist would say, 
about the nose. A close-cropped mustache, 
gray also, shades the upper lip. When the 
general smiles, a row of strong white, even 
teeth come into view. When he laughs his 
enorméus shoulders bob up and down and 
his great chest shakes. — 

“Ha, he,” he said during his heartiest 
laugh. “Corbin said: ‘Now your majesty, 
that reminds me of a man,’ " and the gen- 
eral laughed for a minute.. “TI never saw 
a King #0 tickled, but as I was saying’—

doubt about that. Of course, Gen. Young 
refrained from saying anything about it, 
but it was evident from his talk that he 
and Corbin and Wood struck the most per- 
suasive, far-reaching and insistent case of 
“hands across the sea,’ that any Ameri- 
cans traveling in foreign parts have en- 
countered in many years. 

Germany was’ friendly through the Em- 
peror, and England was more so through 
the King. Each person in authority, ac- 
copding to the experiences of the three 
American generals tried to show these rep- 
resentatives of this country’s army that the 
only original, traditional friend of the 
United States was the sovereign he repre- 
sented, and the sovereign themselves were 
not far behind in this endeuvor. Gen. 
Young had nothing to say on this point, 
but his experiences spoke for themselves. 

“You understood,”’ said the general, ‘that 
even if I felt so disposed I could not say 
one word of comparison between our army 
and that of Germany. The secretary of 
war has forbidden that; and has ordered 
us to keep our comment of the report we 
are to make. However, there is no restric- 
tion on us as regards our expericneces, the 
people we met and what we think of them, 
and I may say that I talked with the Kai- 
ser and King Edward enough t® find out 
that great as their estate ts, they are essen- 
tially human beings, and men in every 
sense of the werd. Both are what we 
would call good fellows. They like 
genial company, good stories, good dinners 
and a good cigar. They are neither one of 
them so hedged in with the sense of their 
own importance that they cannot meet ev- 
erybody on a common footing, and they 
gave me the impression of being bully 
chaps whom it would be a pleasure to run 
aaross any where. 

‘We were in Germany a few days before 
we were officially there. That is to say, 
our invitation stated that we would be ex- 
pected at a certain place at a certain time, 
and that we would then become the guests 
of the Emperor. We got into Berlin a few 
days ahead of time to look about. The day 
after we arrived the King of Italy came 
and we were in a position to see all the 
military ceremonies attendant on his ar- 
rival. Although we were not yet the guests 
of the Emperor we were invited to the gala 
night at the opera-house that the Em- 
peror gave in honor of the King of Italy. 

‘They sang an act of ‘Aida’ and an act 
of ‘Carmen,’ with an interval of 3 min- 
utes between. During that interval the 
Emperor received, with the King of Italy, 
in his salon upstairs. We were invited 
therein, but were not formally presented 
to the Emperor, although the ladies of the 
party met the Empress. We walked around, 
had a good time, looking at the sights, 
and were sefved with refreshments. Our 
official visit was to begin on Monday. On 
Sunday we were invited to dinner with 
the Emperor, again we were at a formal. 
dinner on Monday night. 


NEVER EATS AT BANQUETS. 

“That dinner was one of the pleasantest 
I ever attended. We talked constantly 
with the Emperor across the table. The 
Hmperor was not quiet a moment. He 
asked everybody questions, and argued and 
explained and proclaimed his opinions and 
we fought him back and had a good time. 
Somebody noticed he wasn't eating any- 
thing and spoke to him about ft. 

“ ‘Oh,’ he gaid, ‘I had my dinner at 6 
o'clock.

MORE THAN IS I TRINIDAD 


BROUGHT TO NOTICE BY THE 
“COLD TAR SPRING.” 


Only Within a Short Time Has the 
Great Value of the Deposit* Been 
Known and Its Val- 


ue Recognized. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Nov. L—In Pike 
County is enough asphalt to pave the 
street of the c.ties of the civilized worid. 


In fact, no limit can be.placed on the ex~- 
tent of the deposit of pure and mixed bi- 
tumen which is found near Pike City. 

The mines are situated two and a half 
miles east of the terminal of the Arkan- 
sas Southwestern Railroad at Pike City, 
a half mile to the south of the raliroa 
track. 

Until three years ago the only outcrop- 
ping of the asphalt was a sma.l lump of 
rich bituminous rock. The act.on of the 
sun on this exposed lump caused the bi- 
tumen to ooze from the rock and run @ 
few feet down a short incline, a coal black, 
syrupy mass, that had been a wonder and | 
myétery to the people of the surrounding | 
country since it was first settled, To years | 
and more ago. All this time the slight 
excretions continued. With the smell, ap- 
peamanes and consistency of tar, the neign- 
~oring farmers soon came to call the place 
the tar spring. With the known medical 
properties of tar itself curiosity led to ex- 
eriments with the tar of nature’s Pa 
‘he results in the treatment of bruises 
sores, etc., on cattle as well as man, led 
to the constant use of the then unknown 
material for these allments. Years passed 
and the fame of the tar spring spread 
People from netghboring counties vis ted 
the spot out , eadieaity. Some came 
with the single intention of securing some 
of the mysterious black stuff for the cure 
of the ills for which it had become known. 
It was merely a natural curiosity, but no 
one seemed to think that the etuff could 
be of value. 

The first official recognition of the de 
posit was in the report of the state geolo- 
gist tn 1880. But no inves:igation was made 
to find the extent of the bed uptil three 
years ago. Some subsequent official men- 
tion has been made of the deposit, but 
none ever seemed to recognize its im- 
portance, 

When Col. J. A. Woodson became the 
owner of the property he did not himself 
fully recognize the possibilities. His in- 
vestigations began two or three years ago. 

Experts who saw specimens of the as- 
phalt taken from drills and test pits de- 
clared it of the best quality yet discovered 
for street pavin In this sweeping asser- 
tion even the -acre lake of “Trinidad is 
not excepted. Here pure liquid asphalt is 
found in quantities which no amount of 
calculation can accurately estimate. Wells 
forced for 100 feet have revealed the pres- 
ence of as pure liquid asphalt as is found 
in Trinidad. 

Ii the reck of the Pike County mine 
almost any proportion of asphalt may be 
fuund, from 4 or 5 to § per cent of pure 
bitumen. Some of it is brown, from mix- 
ture of lime, sandstone and bitumen, which, 
in fact, forma the cap rock of the entire 
Coposit so far as has been excavated. Be- 
neath this is found a sort of gray sand 
asphalt, intermixed with bituminous rock 
as hard as granite, which, however, when 
subjected to heat makes the best quality 
of pavin There are a dozen different 
grades of the rock, not always running in 
conformity with the scheduled strata, for 
the bed seems to have undergoné a sort of 
slow unherval, which may in some cases 
have caused the breaks and slides so com- 
mon ir gold mining.

Of # acres of the lo- 
foot deposit there is absolutely no cer- 
tainty, pits over that much ground 
having been 4d and satisfactory resu.its 
obtained. The deposit may cover the en- 
tire 1600 acres owned by the Arkansas As- 
or half the county.

In opening up the present excavation 
there has been d‘scove ‘red another most 
rare and valuable mineral product, fuller's 
earth. Beneath the first deposit of as- 
phalt 15 feet in thickr.ess is one solid strata 
of pure fuller’s earth ranging from 10 to 
0 odd feet in th'ckness. Should this earth 
prove to be genera! beneath the entire bed 
of asphalt, in itself it would be almost in- 
valuable. It is found in but a few places 
in the world, and in no case is the amount 
discovered one hundredth part of the prob- 
able extent of that below the Pike County 
asphalt mines. The uses of fuller’s earth 
are many, the principal one now being the 
reduction and ‘refining of olls. There are 
few de posits of size outside of England, 
though it is to be found in sma!!l poc kets 
and layers all over the wor'd. This, how- 
ever. is rarely enough for commercia] pur 


poses.

Down to New York to Teach City 
Lawyers How to Practice Law 
in Molineaux Case. 


NEW, YORK, Nov. 4—A western man 
need never feel a stranger in New York. 
This comfort will not pay bills, but it is a 
satisfaction. As one meets man after man 
here and moves from place to piace he 
wonders if any one is ever born in New 
York. In the cleverest account of an im- 


pastes criminal trial now in progress here 
note that “two lawyers from up state 
have come to the great city to teach the 
members of their profession how to prac- 
tice law.’ I went to the courtrdjm_ to 
see about this. The lawyers referred to 
were Puce Black, former governor of the 
state of New York, and Judge Lambert, 
fromPup state, the presiding judge.

true that many of these men become in 
time New Yorkers in effect, but they are 
not. The great newspapers of New York 
are manned by Westerners. It would re- 
quire too much spaec to specify, but in the 
editorial and business departments of the 
World, the Journal, the Tribune, the Times 
and the Post it is to be noted that the men 
in cOMmmanding positions are importations 
from the South and the West. The native 
New Yorkers are doing the hack work. 
Only in a few instances have the natives 
arisen to places of prominence. 

In the banking world the same condition 
of affairs prevails. Again it is not neces- 
Sary to specify. A list of the directorates 
is sufficient and the conclusions are not 
to be doubted. The simplest fllustration 
is that the county seat depends upon the 
county. No one ever saw a prosperous 
capital of a county which did not have 
back of it a fine farming community. That 
is the story of New York. It represents 
the prosperity of the American Republic 
and its men of affairs are being recruited 
from the cities and farms of the West. 
Without giving the list it is worth while 
to mention two types. There is F. A. 
Vanderlip, one of the vice-presidents of 
the Nationa! City Bank. Thirty years ago 
he was having a pretty hard time as a 
poverty-stricken boy in the town of Au- 
rora, Ill. Now he looks after the most im- 

ortant financial relations of the largest 

ank in America. He was four years an 
assistant secretary of the treasury, and 
that gave him a special insight Into the 
affairs of the government. In addition to 
that he is used by his bank to keep in 
touch with important foreign financial 
movements. There is George W. Perkina, 
about the same age of Vanderlip, one of 
the partners in* the firm of J. Pierpont 
Morgan & Co. He is one of the most ac- 
tive and aggressive missionaries of this 

rm. Twenty years ago he was a clerk 

n a Chicago dry goods house. They are 
typical and not accidental specimens. 

The most important piece of work now 
in progress in the city of Greater New 
Yor is the rapid transit underground 
acheme.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Nov., 1.—Away, up 
in the hills of west Texas, 60 miles from a 
railroad, is a wild country giving unmis- 
takable signs of having once been the scene 
of a great volcanic disturbance.

Consumption is called the great white 
plague. It kiile 15 per cent of the people 
who die in St. Louls. Smallpox, yellow 
fever, typhoid, pneumonia, diphtheria and 
other dread diseases come and go. If they 
are epidemic the people of St. Loutls are 
terrified. Consumption goes on forever. 

Bmallipox comes in the winter. Pneu- 
monia comes in the wet season. But wind 
blow hot or wind blow cold, consumption 
ts active,.awful, epidemic. 

A man like Dr. Starkloff or Dr. Willlagn 
G. Porter gets serious when someone men- 
tions consumption. They appear just a 
bit irritated. This is the reason: 

Consumption could be stamped out in 
St. Louis. 

Bt. Louts takes no precautions against 
consumption. 

Now, that is a pretty mess to set before 
the King of Siam, when he comes. It 
aggravates the doctors to think that, while 
consumption kills more people tn St. Louls 
than any other disease, St. Louis takes 
the least precaution against it. 

There is smalipox in a house and a sign 
goes up to notify the community of the 
quarantine. People walk around the block 
to avoid it. Little children slink by the 
house“in terror. Everybody in the neigh- 
borhood whispers “Smallpox!’’ 

But that is not the way consumption is 
received. It excites sympathy, pity, but 
not alarm. There is no quarantine, yet 
the doctors all say consumption is in- 
fectious and contagious. 

Do you know anything about the germ 
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of a disease? Do you know that it is a 
plant and that the germ of tuberculosis, 
for instance, is s0 sma)! that when it is 
magnified 70.000 times it is no longer than 
one of your fingers? 

Do you know that millions of these little 
plants can dwell in the human body in a 
Space not larger than a 2-cent plece? 

Do you know they are constantly escap- 
ing from a consumptive and that they lodge 
somewhere and dry out, to go fiying. with 
the winds and lodge wherever they may? 

Dr. Starkloff knows these things. That 
{is the reason he wants the telephones of 
St. Louis to be cleai. He would like to 


have the money of St. Louls clean. He 
would like to have such a regard for health 
in St. Louis that no man would spit upon 
the sidewalk. But the clean telephone is 
the only one of these reforms promising im- 
mediate response.

That is why 
I will attempt to have an ordinance adopt- 
ed making it cumpulsory upon the people of 
St. Louls to clean their telephones at least 
once a day. It is a little thing and. very 
simple, and I am quite sure there will be a 
general response. 

The thing is this: St. Louls must !n- 
crease as fast as possible her precautions 
against the communication of infectious 
disease. fhe must learn that cleaniiness 
is the greatest safeguard against Infection. 
She must learn that tuberculosis can be 
conquered. 

She must learn thet all such common 4dls- 
eases as gcip, diphtheria and many other 
may be passed along by people coming in 
contact in ways which could easily be pre- 
vented. 

Our chief fight, of course, is directed upon 
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consumption. It is our arch enemy. It is 
60 general that half the people have it at 
some period in their iives.

ing. I remember when Cleveland was at 
Madison in the 80's. There was a telegram 
for him. A messenger boy was asked by 
some one to give it to Col. Lamont, the 
President's private secretary. 


The messenger declined to do so. He in- 
sisted in handing it to President Cleve- 
land in person and he was finally allowed 
to do #0. Messenger boys get the habit 
of observing when apparently oblivious to 
eurroundings. If I wanted a correct esti- 
mate of a business man I had not seen I 
would take fit from a bright messenger 
boy and feel convinced that it was as ac- 
ourate an observation as could be made. 
Messenger boys rarely are mistaken in 
men. 


I was a messenger in Madison. Wis., 
from Webruary, 1881, to the spring of 1882. 
My ambition early in life was to be a hack 
driver. I outgrew that so soon as I became

BEGAN life as a messenger 30 years 

] ago. “You will find messenger boys in 

nearly every house on Washington 
avenue, either as officers of companies or 
as stockholders. There are plenty of the 
men on ‘Change, the heads of big commis- 
sion houses. The telegraph business is 
full of them. Most of the officialg of the 
telegraph and railroad companies have 
had their names on the payrell of messen- 
ger companies. 

I began carrying messages under Mr. Ed- 
win Shannon, chief @derk of the Western 
Union. My ambition was to be an operat- 
or. I became a chief operator finally, 
holding that position in severa] cities. I 
went Into a commercial bueiness that did 
not vield so great a profit as we expected 
it to and I came back to the management 
of the Missouri! District Telegraph Co., 
which not only furnishes messengers and 
carriages, but watches watchmen by means 
of automatic electrical registering devices. 

Jimmie Newall in the Council was a mes- 
senger boy. Johnny Newall, his brother, 
who is in the office of Broker Campbell, 
was a messenger boy. He was a meteor. 
I was talking to J. H. Weaver, our book- 
keeper, and he said he thought A. A. Al- 
len, president of the M., K & T., was once 
a messenger boy.

In and out of the dingy Second and Third 
street buildings the Merchants’ Eachange 
and the large office bulidings on Fourth 
and Broadway we passed. The captain 
knew her coute well. She knew her regular 
customers; she knew the sometimes buyers, 
ead she knew the “no-buyers.” :

time in waiting. She smiled and 
jed: “It is not wasted time. It would 
very inconsiderate of me to interrupt 
when they are busy. You must a§- 
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ing. What, are you coming double force; 
does this mean that I must buy two pa- 
pers?" 

To which the Captain would reply: “O, 
no; this is just a friend of mine accom- 
panying me thie morning.” 

Every place we entered we were greeted 
with a kindly sa'utation. Little pleasant- 
ries were exchanged between the captain 
and those who knew her. No familiarity 
was attempted. Everywhere and by ev- 
eryone, except by a few very young boys, 
who thought themgelves smart young men, 
Wwe were treated with the greatest respect 
and consideration. 

Oceasionally one of the “khow it all”’ 
type of young men would attempt a little 
ridicule or fi;ippancy. But it alays fell 
so fiat that it was embarrassing to the flip 
young man, for his more sensible associates 
showed their disapproval. And the cap- 
tain’s gentle smile and “God bless you’’ 
only added to his aiscomfort. 

As we were about to enter the first saloon 
on our route, I hesitated. I was afraid. 
I was going to turn back, but before I 
could do so, Capt. Kolb had opened the 
door and pushed me in, she following. Re- 
membering that I did not want to appear 
Mke a raw recruit, I tried to move forward 
and offer my papers for sale, but I could 
not. The barkeeper greeted us with a 
cheery “good morning” and bought a pa- 
per. A few men were standing at the bar, 
drinking. 

By the time we entered the second saloon, 
I had my courage up to the selling point. 
In this saloon were three intoxicated young 
men. One bought a paper from me. An- 
other was buying a paper from, and talking 
to. Capt. Kolb. The third commenced 
singing, “Hallelujah! You must sing hal- 
lelujah!"’ 

The one who had purchased the paper 
from me said, “Tom, shut up! These 
women are respectable, an’ (hic) you've got 
to treat ‘em with ‘spect.”’ 

“Am treatin’ ‘em with respect. Just said 
you must sing hallelujah.”’ 

“You're makin’ fun of their religion. You 
can’t do it while I'm ‘round.” 

I was frightened almost to the scream- 
ing point. I tried to get out, but they were 
between me and the door, reeling from s'de 
to side. I turned to look for Capt. Koib. 
There she stood, calmly talking to the oth. 
er drunken man. He bought a paper and we 
passed out. 

When I asked Capt. Kolb if she was not 
frightened, she said, “No, there was no 
danger.

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300 men can find shelter for the night for 
the sum of 10 and 5 cents if they have it, 
and if not they get the shelter just the 
same. They can also get a substantial 
meal on the same terms. 

We also went to the 
Second and Walnut streets. Here men and 
women sort waste paper. Here is where 
people are sent who are able and willing 
to work. The Salvation Army believes that 
the best way to help people is to help them 
to help themseives. 

In the evening I attended two open air 
meetings and-the services in the barracks. 
At the open ‘afr meeting held before the 
Lindell Hotel .a large crowd of well-dressed 
men and women gathered around us and 
contributed freely to the army. We marched 
down the street to Twelfth street and 
Franklin avenue where another open air 
meeting was conducted; then on to the 
barracks. 

Only the officers live at the barracks. 
Each officer bas his or her separate apart-

If they do not have the 
money they can leave them anyway and 
the babies will be well cared for. 

I changed my field officer’s uniform to 
that of a slum officer,and Lieut. Mery 
Kopischke and I visited in the slums. We 
went from door to door in the miserable 
district of Second, Valentine, Poplar and 
other streets, asking after the physical ills 
and needs, as well as the spiritual wel- 
fare. Most doors were open to us. The tin- 
mates welcomed us. At one place the door 
was slammed in our faces and a volley of 
oaths was huried at us. 

In one wretched hovel we found a sick 
mother with a 2-day-old baby and 3-year- 
old child. The father had deserted them. 
There was not a crust in the house. 

Lieut. Kopischke took charge. She sent 
me to thé store to buy some bread, tea and 
sugar, while she mad~ the sick mother and 
little babe comfortable. I washed and 
combed the little child and washed the 
dishes, and tidied up the room as best 1 
could. The feutenant prepared the mother 
some toast and tea. We left,.and the Heu- 
tenant promised to send help.»\ 

This is the work the slum lassié performs. 
It is no wonder they are frequently called 
“slum angels.’’ The slum lassie does what- 
ever is to be done, from scrubbing the floor 
to washing and dressing the baby and buy- 
ing and preparing food. Her mission is a 
noble one. 

I was sick with the horror of want and 
poverty and vice. Yet, the Heutenant tells 
me that the slums and dives are nothing in 
comparison with that of Chieago and New 
York. ‘ 

I visited the Rescue Home, [£740 arine 
avenue, in charge of Ensign Dorothy’ Mau- 
ever. What a beautiful home-like place it 
is. Here they take in unfortunate young 
women and care for them in thelr hevr of 
need. They will keep them and teach them 
some useful occupation, according to the 
ability of the girls. They train them to de- 
come yroficient housegtris, cooks, seam- 
stresses, etc. They secure them employ- 
ment. And do al] they can to encouruge 
the mothers to care for and keep their 
ba bias. 

If the girls ore sick, or out of empicyment 
they cun ge to the home and be taken care 
of. If they are tired and want to rest up, 
they are welcome to the home In every 
way it is made as home-like as posible fqr 
them.

We went through Hop Alley. The China- 
men were very respectful toward us. They 
bought papers. I was afraid, for 1 had ai- 
ways heard that one had to be guarded by 
detectives in this place. But no detective 
could be the pretector that the uniform of 
the Salvation Army lassie is. Here we 
saw white men and women smoking opium. 
Capt. Kolb talked to them but it appar- 
ently did little good. ‘They seemed situpi- 
fied. The smell of the smoke made me II. 

On we went through saloon after saloon, 
through dive after dive. If there was 4a 
profane word tittered there would be cau- 
tions of “Hush, here are the Salvation 
lassies,"" or ‘‘Here are the angels of mercy, 
don’t say that in their presence.” 

What a mixed crowd we found. Young 
boys scarcely out of their teens, old men, 
young girls, women past the prime of life, 
well-dressei1 men and women, men and 
women clothed in rage. All heediess of the 
future, all drinking and reveling in sin 
and vice. 

As we were passing on Twenty-second 
street between Pine and Chestnut streets 
we heard the cries of a woman. Capt. 
Kolb turned and entered the stable where 
the cries came from. I clung to her skirts 
and begged her not to goin. But she did 
not heed me. 


We found the most wretched looking 
creature I ever saw and eight men standing 
around her. Capt. Kolb raised the woman 
to her feet, brushed off her filthy rags 
and pinned back her hair. I could not have 
touched her; I shuddered at the thought of 
it. 


One man swore at us and told us to move 
on, that the police would come along and 
we would all get tn tronble. The rest of the 
men all turned toward him. “Don’t you 
speak like that to these sisters again. Let 
them save this woman if they can. Let 
them give her a home. If you speak like 
that to them again I'll brain you,” said 
one. 

Kolb turned to the men, it was 
the first time she had epoken since she en- 
tered the stable, “Don’t harm him, men. 
I am sure his heart is good if his lips do 
blaspheme. Have you all shelter for the 
night?" 

Capt. Kolb led the poor creature out. !

W ithin a year 15,000 different persons will pass the portals of the prisons 


in the Four Courts as charges of the authorities. 


Within the existence of

States.

LABYRINTH of prisons is concealed behind the smoke begrimed walls of the 
walls of the grim old Four Courts building .whose freakish and antiquated 


architecture covers the entire 


city block between Eleventh 


and Twelfth 


streets and Clark avenue and Spruce street. 

Seven different and distinct places are provided in this rambling old structure 
where may be securely kept those persons who have committed offenses against 
society and for whom the strong’arm of the law has reached out and gathered in 


from the highways and the buways. 


These prisons have a combined capacity of nearly 1000, and at no time during 
the nearly one-third of a century of their existence has there been a moment when 
the strong locks and bars have not stood between prisoners and freedom. 

Within a year 15,000 persons will pass the portals of these prisons as charges 


of the authorities. 


And within the existence of the prisons enough persons have been 


confined in them to more than equal the population of the entire city of St. Louis, 
the fourth largest city in the United States. 


The principal prison is the city jail. 


The next in importance is the police holdover. 


Then comes the detention room. 
Then the “cages,” 


adjuncts to each of the three court rooms. 


The other prison is a small room with iron bars in the grandjury rooms whose 


prisoners are held temporarily. 
, 
HE city jail forms the southern 
T half of the Four Courts building. One 
immense vaulted roof covers it. This 
roof is at the highest point 75 feet above a 
floor that le composed of limestone slabs, 
two feet square, and worn smooth by the 
tread of almost countless feet. The im- 
mense roof is sustained by a great steel 
pillar that rises on the north side of the 
jail. It is called the jail tree. 

This tree is something terrible in appear- 
ance. At the trunk, or base, it spreads out 
with its braces, having the appearance of 
great iron roots, reaching out and pene- 
trating the solid rock floor, and anchoring 
it so firmly that no power would appear 
sufficient to uproot it. 

This tree has branches. They spread out 
further than the limbs of the broadest elm 
or oak, and are immeasurably stronger. 
They are the powerful steel girders that 
reach out to the uttermost end of the 
jail and suctain the immenee roof. 

Of a night this tree is almost ghostly in 
its appearance. In the high dome-likea roof 
are suspended several clusters of small in- 
Candescent lights. These do not nearly 
dispel the gloom that pervades the giant 
structure. The poof is largely of glass. On 
a fair night the moonbeams glint through 
the immense apertures, and the rays ming- 
ling with the artificial light falling upon the 
strange tree-like structure, produces shad- 
ows weird and fantastic. 

If the night be stormy the lightning 
flashes illuminate the vast structure and 
the impression is all the more ghostly. The 
Slant limbs appear to move with the gale 
that Is blowing without, or they move, or 
appear to move, with the motion of a 
mighty octopus, whose long and powerful 
tentacles are stretching out_in all directions 
to enmesh in their grasp any who may be 
» within their reach. 

Resides the work of sustaining this roof, 
the tree has another mission. Midway up 
the structure is built a large iron platform. 
This overlooks the jall floor. 

This ‘floor’ is really the exercise yard 
of the jail, and at certain hours every day 
all of the cells are opened and the prison- 
ers are given the liberty of the floor. The 
prigoners number all the way from 150 to 
400. Half a dozen guards are in charge of 
them. Were a riot or insurrection to break 
out the small force of guards would be 
totally insufficient to handle the prisoners, 
as the guards are not permitted to carry 
weapons, 

Qne guard climbs the narrow winding 
Stairway leading to this platform. He is 
25 feet in-the air, above the heads of all. 
He paces back and forth like a sentinel on 
duty. In his arms is a riot gun, loaded with 
16 charges of buckshot, which would kill 
at 100 yards. 

Stacked up against the railing are three 
more of these guns, all loaded, One man. 
thus armed, and in this impregnable posi- 
tion, can command the situation. Never 
in the history of the jail has there been an 
outbreak. 

‘The cells are built in a semicircle. 
Circle is 150 feet in diameter. The ceils 
@re built in tiers, one above the other, 
_ three high, with a balcony for éach row of 
Cells, and a stairway leading to the bal- 
conies. 

At the rear of the cells is the bull ring. 
‘This is a promenade 12 feet wide, and is 
meyer entered by the prisoners, This bull 
ring surrounds all the orlls and is patrolled 
‘Might and day by th@e guards, whose 
‘@uty it is to see that no atempt is made 
to break through the cells and thus be in 
& position to reach the barred windows and 
effect an escape. 

It was through this bull ring that No- 
ble Shepard made his escape on June 22, 
41896. Shepard was under death sentence

In 
the jail are now four prisoners who look 
askance at the ‘death cell’ and who will 
in time be transferred to it unless the 
Supreme court interferes. 

“Boodlers’ Corner’ is one of the late ac- 
quisitiions ¢o the fail. This is the spot 
that was selected by Gutke, Schumacher, 
Helms, Schnettler, Hannigan, Decker, 
Tamblyn, Sheridan and Lehmann when 
they were sent to jail because of Circuit 
Attorney Folk's ‘‘boodje’’ crusade. 

They selected a spot along the north 
wall, just south of the dungeon and the 
chief guard's office and just east of the 
library. This spot was less ‘free from 
observation than any other. Here the 
jailer allowed them to have a table where 
their meals were served, and they were 
permitted to eat with knives and forks and 
spoons. 

Other prisoners are compelled to eat 
their meals in their cella and their fin- 
gers are the only implements permitted. 

There are 150 cells, and each cell will 
comfortably contain two prisoners. In a 
pinch four can occupy them. And there 
is usually a ‘“‘pinch’’ before a man reaches 
jall. 

The west side of the jail is given over 
for the women’s department. At present 
there are about 3 wemen confined in the 
jail. Immediately south of the jail is a 
emall building that is used as an exercise 
room for the women during the week. On 
Sundays it is used as a chapel, where re- 
ligious services are held. R 

The jail population, like that of any 
large hotel, is made up of transients, But 
few tarry long. The ordinary prisoner Is 
heldy in jail only long enough to await 
trial. If he be acquitted he its given his 
freedom. If he is convicted he is sent to the 
penitentiary or workhouse. 

A few persons convicted in the courts re- 
ceive jail sentences, and these serve their 
time out. Then there are always a small 
number of prisoners in jail, serving out 
sentences imposed by the federal courts. 
In the run of a year about 3,000 prisoners 
are inmates’ of the jail. 

The prison next in importance is the 
‘“nolice holdover."' This is an underground 
structure, and is as dismal and uncomfort- 
able.a place as could be imagined, It is 
located in the basement of the east wing of 
the Four Courts, and tn parts of it the light 
of day never penetrates. 

This prison is nearly 100 feet long. The 
men's department is composed of 14 large 
cells, seven on a side, with a narrow pas- 
sage way leading between them to the four 
cells in the extreme east end, which are 
fitted up for women. 

These cells are barren of furniture or 
comforts. There are no beds or bedding. 
On either side of the cells are long boards 
reaching the entire length. The prisoner 
when he sleeps at all must sleep on these 
hard boards, which are worn perfectly 
smooth py the years of constant use. 

The women's cells are fitted up in no 
wise different. There is absolutely not one 
comfort provided for the prisoners. But 
the average time in the holdover is short. 
For this the prisoner is thankful. He Is 
held In the holdover usually only until such 
time as a warrant is iseuved against him 
and he ts transferred to the jall or is re- 
leased on bond. 

Sometimes the capacity of this holdover 

is taxed. In theee small cells as high as 
30 persons have been confined. Then, of 
course, there is no such thing as one lying 
down or reclining. The prisoners must 
stand like cattle in a car. 
*In some instances prisoners are kept in 
the holdover for a longer time. The best 
remembered occasion is that of Ben Kil- 
patrick's stay.

There are lecture rooms, laboratories and 
offices for anatomy, histology, physiology, 
pathology, bacteriology, hygiene, pharma- 
colog and texicology.

The new horticultural biulding on the 
quadrangle, which the woman's dormatory 
frents, has, as its back yard, 322 acres de- 
voted to experimental work in tree, fruit 
and plant culture.

Leading Scientists of the World---The “Lansing Man,” Latest Marvel 
to Be Dug Up, Which Scientists Declare Is the Real Thing. 


HEN George Hall dled at Bing- 

W hamton on Oct. 21 there ended the 

life of the man who planned and 

executed the greatest hoax of modern times 
=—the Cardiff giant. 

It is a curious colncidence that Andrew D. 
White, formerly president of Cornell Col- 
lege and lately United States ambassador 
to Berlin, should contribute to the October 
number of the Century Magazine an arti- 
cle on ‘“‘The Cardiff Giant; the True Story 
of a Remarkable Deception,”’ the important 
parts of which are herewith presented. 

George Hall was a cigarmaker with an 
inventive turn of mind and a hatred for re- 
ligion. The idea of having a giant manu- 
factured came to him after a minister had 
worsted him in a religious discussion, That 
he could make money out of his hoax was 
a later development. 

The giant deceived many scientific men 
and mniisters of the gospel. It netted those 
controlling it a small fortune before the 
exposure came. 

Before, Hall gleefully confessed the whole 
affair the Cardiff giant was among the most 
ddigcQesed questions of the time, in which 
the leading scientific mien of the country, 
@s well as laymen, were deeply interested. 
P. T. Barnum tried to buy the Cardiff giant 
outright and, failing in that, offered $60,000 
for an eighth interest in it. 

One of the exploiters of the ‘“giant’’ was 
the original of the character of David Ha- 
Tum, whose real name was David Han- 
num. ’ 

The “life” of the Cardiff giant was brief. 
For 30 years it «was left in storage, being 
exhibited after that long seclusion at the 
Pan-American fair at Buffalo.

Mr. White relates how he also became 
convinced that the ‘‘giant’’ was not a pet- 
rified human being. There was one thing, 
however, which he could not at first ex- 
plain, ‘‘I'his,"’ he says, ‘‘was the fact that 
the surface water flowing beneath it in its 
grave seemed to have deeply grooved and 
channeled it on the under side. Now, th: 
Onondaga gray limestone is hard and sub- 
stantial an@ on that very account is used 
in the locks and upon canals. For the run- 
ning of surface water to wear such chan- 
nels in it would require centuries.’’ 

Mr. White summarizes the various argu- 
merts used by the credible to prove that 
the ‘“‘giant’’ was not a hoax and refers to 
the remarkable evolution of myth and leg- 
end which was caused by the ‘‘discovery.”’ 

“Within a week after the discovery full- 
blown statements appeared to the effect 
that the neighboring Indians had abundant 
traditions of giants who formerly roamed 
over the hills of Onondaga,; and finally the 
circumstantial stoty was evvuived that an 
Onondaga squaw had declared, ‘in an im- 
pressive manner,’ that the statue was ‘un- 
doubtedly the petrified body of a gigantic 
Indian prophet who flourished many cen- 
turles ago and foretold the coming of the 
pale-faces, and who, just before his own 
death, said to those about him that their 
agescendants would see him again.’ To this 
were added the refiections of many good 
people who found in it ail an edifying con- 
firmation of the Biblical text, “There were 
giants in those days.’ 

The rush to see the “giant’’ was tre- 
mendous, and it is said that the admission 
receipts were 15 per cent on $3,000,000. Re- 
garding the leading spirit in the syndicate 
that had the management of the “giant,’’ 
Mr. White says: 

“He was a horse dealer in a large way, 
and a banker in a smal! way, from a vil- 
lage in the next county; a man keen and 
shrewd, but merciful and kindly, who had 
fought his way up from abject poverty, 
and whose fundamental! principle. as he as- 
serted it, was: ‘Do unto others as they 
would like to do unto you, and do it fust.’ 

“A joint-stock concern was formed, with 
a considerable capital, and an eminent 
showman, ‘Col.’ Wood, was employed to 
exploit the wondcer.”’ 

Mr. White tells how wonderful was the 
spread ‘of belief in the authenticity of the 
great “relic,’’ and how it included many 
persons of scientific reputation. He notes 
the examination of the “‘giant”’ by a dep- 
utation from the New York state board of 
regents and the conclusion of Prof. James 
Hiall, state geologist, that ‘“‘to all appear- 
ance the statue lay upon the gravel when 
the decomposition of the fine silt or soil 
began, upon the surface of which the for- 
ests have grown for succeeding genera- 
tions. Altogether it is the most remark- 
able object brought to light in this country, 
and, although not dating back to the stone 
age, is, nevertheless, deserving of the at- 
tention of archeologists.” 

Among the curious theories advanced was 
that of Dr. Boynton, a lecturer on science, 
who declared that the “giant’”’ was a work 
of art and “attributed it to Jesuit mission- 
aries who had come into that region about 
200 years before.” 

“Shortly afterward,’’ continues Mr. White, 
the statue was raised from its grave, taken 
to Syracuse and to various other cities, in- 
cluding the city of New York, and in each 
place exhibited as a show. 

“As already stated, there was but one 
thing in the figure, as I had seen it, which 
puzzled me, and that was the grooving of 
the under side, apparently by currents of 
water, which, as the statue appeared to be 
of our Onondaga gray limestone, would re- 
quire very many years. But one day one 
of the cool-headed skeptics of the valley, 
an old schoolmate of mine, came to me and. 
with an air of great solemnity, took from 
his pocket an object which he carefully un- 
rolied from its wrappings, and said: 

“ “There is a plece of the giant. Careful 
guard has been kept from the first in order 
to prevent people touching it, but | have 
managed to get a piece of it, and here it fs.” 

“] took it in my hand, and the matter 
was made clear in an instant. The stone

“Various suspicious circumstances pres- 
ently became known. It was found that 
Farmer Newell had just remitted to a man 
named Hull, at some place in the West, 
several thousand dollars, the result of ad- 
mission fees to the booth containing the 
figure, and that nothing had come in re- 
turn. 

‘Thinking men in the neighborhood rea- 
soned that as Newell had never been in 
condition to owe any human being such an 
amount of money, and had received noth- 
ing in return for it, his correspondent had 
not unlikely something to do with the 
statue. These suspicions were soon con- 
firmed. The neighboring farmers, who in 
their quiet way kept their eves open, noted 
a tall, lank person who frequently visited 
the place, and @ho seemed to exercise a 
complete control over Farmer Newell. 

‘Soon it was learned that this stranger 
was the man Hull—Newell’s brother-in-law 
—the same to whom the latter had made 
the large remittance of admission money. 
One day two or three farmers from a dis- 
tance visiting the place for the first time 
and seeing Hull, said: ‘Why that is the 
man who brought the big box down the 
valley.” On being asked what they meant, 
they said that, being one evening in a tav- 
ern on the valley turnpike, some miles 
above Cardiff, they had noticed under the 
tavern shed a wagon bearing an enormous 
box, and when they met Hull in the bar- 
room and asked about it, he said that it 
was some tobacco-cutting machinery which 
he was bringing to Syracuse. 

“Other farmers who had seen the box and 
talked with Hull at different places on the 
road between Binghamton and Cardiff, 
made similar statements. 

“It was then ascertained that no such box 
had passed the toll-gates between Cardiff 
and Syracuse, and proofs of the swindle 
began to mature.”’ 


Mr. White describes the slow growth of 
Skepticism regarding the “‘giant,’’ notwith- 
Standing these revelations, and ascribes a 
part of the general reluctance to believe 
the truth to the influence of the consider- 
able number of people who had taken stock 
in the enterprise of exhibiting the statue. 
He tells how Barnum attempted to pur- 
chase the giant and, failing, had a copy 
of it made which he exhibited; how after 
a time it was revealed through the tes- 
timony of reliable persons in Illinois and 
Iowa that the “‘giant’’ was hewn out of a 
bleck of gypsum at Fort Dodge, lo., and 
shipped to Chicago, where the finishing 
touches were put on; how Hull, the per- 
petrator of the hoax, managed to bury the 
“siant’ at Cardiff and to induce Farmer 
Newell, his brother-in-law, and. the Newell 
family to keep the affair a secret; and 
finally Hull, after receiving large gains, 
openly confessed te the fraud and declared 
that his purpose in manufacturing the 
bogus “stant” was, first, to overthrow, by 
a practical demonstration, the revivalist 
with whom he had had a discussion regard- 
ing the Bible stories about giants, and, sec- 
cnd, to give the American people a much 
needed lesson in the foolishness of being 
humbugged. 

Mr. White notes that even after this ex- 
posure of the truth there were many who 
still contended that the “giant” was bona 
fide. including Alexander McWhorter, @ 
resident graduate in the divinity school of 
Yale. Mr. McWhorter disclosed the theory 
that the Cardiff giant was 4 Phenecian 
idol. and cited an alleged inscription on the 
figure to prove it. Nobody ever saw this 
inscription because, of course, there was 

e. 
Pao. White, M. D., of the Yale Medical 
School, tried to find it and failed, but he 
did find, according to his declaration, after 
an examination with ‘‘achromatic gianees 
which magnified 4 diameters,” that “the 
beautiful finish of every pore, OF pinhole, 
appeared to me strongly opposed to the 
idea that the statue was of modern work- 
manship."’ 

Mr. McWhorter, naught dismayed, con- 
tinued to discover amazing things on the 
giant. among them “@ crescent-shaped 
wound upon the left side,”” “traces of an- 
cient coloring’” in all parts of the statue, 
and evidences that the minute pores were 

ade by “borers.” 
ee deliberation of the Pickwick Club,” 
says Mr. White, “‘over ‘Bill Stubbs, his 
Mark,’ pale before this, and Dickens, in his 
most expansive never conceived 


anything more funny than the long, solemn 
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work of minute animals, which the ogher 
thought elaborate Phoenician workmanship 
which both thought exquisite, and which 
the maker of the statute had already con- 
fessed that hed made by striking the sta- 
tue with a mallet faced with needles.’’ 


As an instance of the length of time to 
which belief in a fraud may be perpetuated, 
Mr. White tells how, not long ago, while 
residing at Berlin as Minister of the United 
States to Germany, he received an in- 
quiry from a fmend of Dr. Schlottman. 
instructor of Hebrew in the Berlin Uni- 
versity, who said that the doctor was 
anxious to obtain certain information re- 
garding ‘“‘the Phoenician statue described 
by Alexander McWhorter.”’ Mr. White in 
reply cited the facts, but they failed to 
convince Dr. Schlottman, who still cher- 
ished his belief that the Cardiff figure was 
a ‘“‘Phoenician statue bearing a most im- 
portant inscription.”’ 


In conclusion Mr. White tells of Hull’s 
subsequent attempt to gull the American 
public, which was not so successful as 
was the Cardiff giant. ‘So elate was he,’’ 
declares Mr. White, “that he shortly set 
about devising another ‘petrified man’ 
which should defy the world.’ It was of 
clay, baked in a furnace, contained human 
bones and was provided with a tail and 
legs of the ape type. This he caused to 
be buried and discovered in Colorado. This 
time he claimed to have the aid of one of 
his former foes, the great Barnum, and 
all went well until his old enemy, Prof. 
March, of Yale, appeared. He blasted the 
whole enterprise by a few minutes of sci- 
entific observation and common-sense dis- 
course. 


“Others tried.to imitate Hull, and in 1876 
one William Ruddock of Thornton, St. Clair 
County, Michigan, manufactured a small 
effigy in cement and in due time brought 
about the discovery of it. But though sev- 
eral gentlemen used it to strengthen their 
arguments as to the literal, prusaic cor- 
rectness of Genesis, it proved a failure. 
Finally, in 1899, twenty years after the Car- 
diff giant was devised, a ‘petrified man’ 
was found near Bathurst, in Australia, 
brought to Sydney and exhibited. The re- 
sult was, in some measure, the same as in 
the case of the American fraud. Excellent! 
people found comfort in believing, and sun- 
dry pseudo-ecientific men of a cheap sort 
thought !t best to pander to this sentiment; 
but a well-trained geologist pointed out 
the absurdity of the popular theory, and 
finally the police finished the matter by se- 
curing evidences of fraud. 


“To close these annals I may add that 
recently the inventor of the Cardiff giant, 
Hull, being, at the age of '6 years, appar- 
ently in his last iliness and anxious for the 
fame which comes from successful 
echievement, has again given to the press 
a full eccount of his part in the original 
fraud, confirming what he had previously 
stated, showing how he planned it; exe- 
euted it and realized a goodly sum from it; 
how Rarnum wished to purchase it from 
him, and how, above all, he had his joke 
at the expense of those who, though they 
haa managed to overcome him in argu- 
ment, had finally been rendered ridiculous 
in the sight of the whole country.” 
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“THE LANSING SKULL THE MOST IMPORTANT 
DISCOVERY RELATING TO PRE-GLACIAL EXISTENCE” 


WO Kansas boys, the sons of Martin 
= Concannon, have made at their home 
near Lansing, 18 miles northwest of 
Kansas City, a discovery which has already 
set the scientists of America agog and 
promises in a little while to embrace in its 
study and interest the whole scientific 
world. 

What the boys have found, in a word, 
is the skull of a man who is supposed to 
have lived in America before the gliaciai 
period, or, from ten to thirty thousand 
years ago. 

The discovery was made Jast February

TOMATO CHOPS.—Measure three-quar- 


ters of @ cup of tomatoes after the water 
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has been drained off; put in a saucepan 
Over the fire and stir into it a ecupful of 
mashed potatoes, a heaping tablespoonful 
of butter, with salt and pepper to taste, and 
half a @up of grated bread-crumbs. Mix 
thoroughly and add one egg beaten light. 
Remove from the fire, turn into a deep 
Pilate, let it get cold, then form in the 
shape of chops, dip in egg and roll in crack- 
pr or dried bread crumbs. Fry in boiling 


butter to a nice brown. Arrange on a plat- 
ter and serve with tomato sauce, or place 
around a dish of stewed tomatoes. 


MOCK CHICKEN CROQUETTES.—Two 
cups of rye bread chopped fine, one cup of 
chopped English walnuts. Mix together 
ana chop again with a tablespoonfu! of but- 
ter, an even tablespoonful of grated onion, 
a scant teaspoonful of ground mace. Melt 
a heaping tablespoonful of butter in a 
saucepan with half a tablespoonful of flour 
and add gradually to it a cupful of rich 
milk. When this comes to a boil add the 
other ingredients and salt and pepper to 
taste. Stir inWtwo well-beaten eggs, re- 
move from the fire and add a tablespoon- 
ful of lemon juice. Turn out on a platter 
to cool, form into cylinders, dip in eggs 
and breadcrumbs and fry. 


A MEXICAN DISH OF RICE.—Wash 
half a cup of rice and drain from the 
water. Put a heaping tablesroonful of 
butter in a spider; when hot add a small 
leek or a white onion, together with the 
rice. and fry unt!! the rice is a golden 
brown—do not let it get too dark. Have 
ready a vegetable steck, pour this over 
the rice till the spider is nearly full, then 
cook 2 minutes. When done, the rice 
should be perfectly dry, each grain stand- 
ing out alone. Turn out on a platter and 
serve with tometo sauce. 


CAULIFLOWER AU GRATIN.—Boll 
or two caulifiowers (after removing 
leaves) until tender... Strain off the water 
and place on a dish. Cover with grated 
cheese, some white sauce and some fried 
bread crumbs. Add some pleces ef but- 
ter and bake until a nice brown. 


WHITE SAUCE.—Melt one ounce of but- 
ter, stir In one dessert spoonful of flour 
until free from lumps, add a teacupful of 
milk and stir until it boils. Finally add 
one teacupful of water or 20 or 30 drops of 
Tarragon vinegar, according to preference. 


BREAD AND BUTTER PUDDING.—Cut 
some slices of home-made bread, about 
half an inch thick, butter and lay tn a pud- 
ding-dish, sprinkle with currants, putin an- 
other layer of buttered bread and currants. 
Beat three eggs light and stir tnto a pint 
of milk, sweeten to taste, flavor with a 
little grated lemon-peel or cinnamon, pour 
over the bread and butter and bake in a 
moderate oven until the custard is set. 
Test with a knife; if the knife comes out 
clean the pudding is done. If baked too 
long the pudding will be watery. Serve cold 
in the dish in which it is baked, adding a

source, Solomon placed about the temple for 
decorative purposes.

Putting a number 
of these records together, we can thus con- 
struct complete and scourate chrononmsgy 
for an ancient people.
